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Councillor's “offensive” comments “disparaged” Polish men, 
says Integrity Commissioner

Mississauga Councillor 
Carolyn Parrish used offen- 
sive language in describing 
all Polish men as “high 
strung and edgy” at a council 
meeting last April, says the 
region’s integrity watchdog. 

A letter written by the In- 
tegrity Commissioner states, 
“comments by Councillor 
Parrish were disparaging of 
Polish men generally, and 
therefore offensive to the 
Polish community, and par- 
ticularly Polish men.” 

The Integrity Commis- 
sioner’s office, run by Jeffrey 
A. Abrams and Janice At- 
wood-Petkovski, received a 
complaint last April from the 
Canadian Polish Congress, 
Mississauga District. 

As reported by Peel 
Weekly News, the Polish 
community found Parrish’s 
comments at a council meet- 
ing Apr. 11 to be offensive. 

Anna Mazurkeiwicz, an ex- 
ecutive with the Polish Con- 


gress, described Parrish’s 
comments as “inappropri- 
ate, disrespectful, and dis- 
criminatory in contravention 
of the Code of Conduct.” 

In paying tribute to an out- 
going staff member Apr. 11, 
Parrish said, “generally, 
growing up in a Polish family 
of Polish men, lots of Polish 
men, I was bound and deter- 
mined never to marry one. 


Theyre all high-strung, 
they’re all edgy, they’re all in 
your face.” 


Parrish appeared serious 
when she said it and no one 
at the council meeting 
seemed to find the com- 
ments amusing. When asked 
about the comments later, 
Parrish declined to say any- 
thing else to Peel Weekly 
News. 

After looking at the com- 
ments, the Integrity Com- 
missioner found they were 
made in “jest,” but "repre- 
sent ‘disrespectful language’ 


and fall short of appropriate 
decorum, contrary to Rule 9; 
the making of such com- 
ments may erode an envi- 
ronment ‘free of 
discrimination’, contrary to 
Rule 12; in effect, the com- 
ments fall short of the stan- 
dards expected of Members 
of Council, pursuant to the 
Key principles of the Code of 
Conduct." 

The ruling notes Parrish 
gave an apology to the Exec- 
utive Member of the Polish 
Canadian Congress, which 
“demonstrates her full ac- 
knowledgement and contri- 
tion for the inappropriate 
and offending statements.” 

Therefore, the Integrity 
Commissioner says the mat- 


ter is “satisfactorily re- 
solved.” 
Mazurkeiwicz disagrees 


and told Peel Weekly News 
the “apology” was not good 
enough. She says Parrish 
told her the comments were 


meant in jest and taken out 
of context. 

“We wanted her, in a coun- 
cil meeting with the same 
group of people to whom she 
made the remarks, to go 
back and correct that mis- 
conception that she had 
caused, basically to undo the 
damage she caused the per- 
ception others have of us.” 

Parrish was also recently 
found in breach of the code 
of conduct for text messages 
she sent to another council- 
lor regarding a high-ranking 
Peel Regional Police officer. 

Parrish sent messages to 
Ward 10 councillor Sue Mc- 
Fadden ripping Deputy Po- 
lice Chief Ingrid 
Berkeley-Brown. 

“It seems being black and 
female qualifies people for 
promotion which is dead 
wrong,” Parrish wrote. 

She also texted McFadden 
that she had to support the 
closure of the police station 


at the meeting “because the 
black female superintendent 
is awful.” 

Parrish’s rant continued 
when she criticized Berkely- 
Brown, as “not the brightest 
person I’ve ever listened to.” 

Abrams and _  Atwood- 


Petkovski recommended 
Parrish’s lose five days pay 
and that get sensitivity train- 
ing on sex-and race-based 
biases. The recommendation 
was accepted and Parrish’s 
pay is being suspended.

He says he decided to re- 
enter politics in part be- 
cause, “the Region of Peel 
seems to be becoming the re- 
cycling box for deposed 
MPPs and people are com- 
ing to us from the province. 
It’s got a lot of people con- 
cerned.” 

Patrick Brown declined to 
respond to what he describes 
as “personal attacks.” 

“Tm focused on how we 
can help people. I’m focused 
on a fair deal for Peel. ’'m 
not focused on the inside po- 
litical games. I’m focused on 
a sure we combat 
gridlock and sie good pay- 
ing jobs to Peel Region,” 
Brown said. 

Brown was forced to leave 
his position as Ontario PC 
Leader in January after a 
story by CTV News claiming 
sexual misconduct. Brown is 


suing the broadcaster for 
defamation and has consis- 
tently denied the allegations. 

Despite the rocky end to 
his bid for the job of Ontario 
premier, Brown has name 
recognition, which should 
make him a formidable can- 
didate in Peel. 

Now focused on his latest 
campaign, Brown __ says 
things are going well so far. 
“I can tell you the response 
at the door has been very en- 
couraging,” he said. 

As a lifelong Cooksville 
resident, Iannicca says the 
biggest challenge will be to 
make inroads with voters 
elsewhere in Peel Region 
where he isn’t as well known. 

“You've hit it on the head, 
can I get my message out to 
an area 1.4, 1.5 million peo- 
ple? It’s bigger than five 
provinces. I’m willing to take 
on the challenge. I hope my 
resume speaks for itself. For 
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the individuals who have 
called upon me to, as one 
other councillor said it, to 
take up arms and what I’m 
saying is we all have to do 
this collectively.” 

Iannicca says when it 
comes to issues like policing, 
the environment or manag- 
ing growth; he has more ex- 
perience than anyone else in 
the race. 

“As one of my council col- 
leagues put it who reached 
out to me, you’ve had 30 
years at the city, 30 years at 
the region, you have 60 
years of experience, there 
are people who want to run 
who don’t have six seconds 
of experience at the Region 
so you've got to accept this 
call to arms on behalf of all 
of us because maybe we 
should have a home town, 
home team person running 
for Regional Chair,” Iannicca 
said. 


For a while, Brown worked 
as a lawyer in Brampton be- 
fore moving to the Barrie 
area to launch his political 
career. His father spent 
many years in Brampton 
working in the legal profes- 
sion. 

Brown is now living with 
his fiancée in Lorne Park 
where she grew up. The two 
plan to marry soon. 

Iannicca says he expects 
the issue of Brown’s ties to 
the area to be a campaign 
issue. “He virtually hasn’t 
lived here at all. At the end 
of the day, people are goin 
to have to look at how muc 
time he did spend here prac- 
ticing law and living here 
and I don’t know if it 
amounts to a couple of years 
if that. That'll be something 
we have campaigns for, 
which we have debates about 
and as always I leave to the 
voters to decide,” he said.

Some U.S exporters ‘eating’ tariff to hold onto Canadian customers

Two weeks since retalia- 
tory tariffs on dozens of U.S 
imports took effect, some 
American companies have 
been absorbing the added 
levy rather than risk losing 
Canadian business. 

Karl Littler of the Retail 
Council of Canada points to 
“anecdotal evidence some 
exporters in the U.S. are 
willing to eat the tariff hike 
because they don’t want to 
see their orders diminish 
from Canada which in some 
cases may be an important 
market for them.” 

On July 1, Canada im- 
posed $16.6 billion worth of 
punitive tariffs on US. 
goods including a 10-per 
cent surtax on dozens of 
goods, including coffee, 
chocolate, pizza and maple 
syrup. The levies are pay- 
back in response to U-S tar- 
iffs on Canadian steel and 
aluminum. 

Littler says some U.S sup- 
pliers are eating at least part 
of the added tariff costs. 

“Tt’s just a few instances. 
I’m not suggesting it’s an 
across the board position 
being taken by American 
vendors. It’s certainly one 


option for Canadian retail- 
ers saying ‘if you're not pre- 
pared to absorb some of 
this, we're going to look 
elsewhere.” 

He says companies agree- 
ing to swallow at least part 
of the 10 per cent tariff in- 
clude a fruit drink firm. 

“One that came to mind 
was on the beverages side 
that comes across from the 
U.S. and I know for cer- 
tainty that they have essen- 
tially eaten 5 per cent, half 
of the 10 per cent tariff. So 
in effect, theyre raising 
prices to retailers by 5 per 
cent, not by 10.” 

The issue of spreading the 
tariff pain between U.S sup- 
pliers and Canadian im- 
porters has been the subject 
of haggling and no-non- 
sense negotiations. 

“T know that Canadian 
vendors are talking to U.S 
suppliers and saying ‘the 
pain in this is going to be 
shared or we're going to 
switch our supply’ or lower 
our orders. “ 

Sharing the pain at the 
wholesale level could help 
ease the impact on Cana- 
dian consumers. 


The retail price of con- 
sumer goods could include 
costs of labour, occupancy, 
utilities, transportation, and 
advertising. None of those 
expenses are subject to the 
10 per cent tariff, meaning 
that in general consumers 
would see a price impact 
significantly less than 10 per 
cent. 

“To the extent that some 
American vendors might be 
also willing to absorb some 
of the additional hit, the im- 
pact would come down even 
further,” Littler said. 

“That’s the primary push 
of the Canadian govern- 
ment to create an impact 
south of the border. The 


goal is not to have Canadi- 


ans pay higher prices. It is 
to make Canadians make al- 
ternative product choices 
such that U.S manufactur- 
ers and their political con- 
stituencies feel the pinch.” 

Some analysts, including 
Jack Mintz, have argued 
Canada’s tit-for-tat tariff 
strategy will be like shooting 
ourselves in the foot. 

“Higher import prices in- 
crease costs to Canadian 
businesses and consumers. 
But foreign producers still 
enjoy the same net price, 
since any loss in Canadian 
sales is easily made up with 
sales to the large global 
market,” wrote Mintz in the 
National Post. 

“First, let’s remember that 


while Canada might be the 
world’s 10th-largest econ- 
omy, we still only account 
for less than two per cent of 
world GDP. We have little 
influence on world prices 
for anything except the one 
or two commodities where 
we control major market 
share, such as potash or 
uranium,” Mintz wrote. 

While some companies 
like Hershey will face an im- 
pact given a significant part 
of their business is with 
Canada, others like the 
United States Playing Card 
Co. are laughing off the re- 
taliatory measures asking 
the Canadian government, 
with responses like, “Is that 
the best you can do?” 
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Too late for a graceful exit, but Parrish needs to go anyway

Parrish has been asked to get 
sensitivity training on sex-and 
race-based biases but after all 
the years she has spent in pub- 
lic life, it’s hard to imagine it 
would make much of a differ- 
ence.

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Crypto-currency experts ‘nerd-ify Mississauga

You can call Zack Dulaimi 
and Moe Naj a couple of 
nerds and they’re okay with 
it. 

In fact, they wear their 
nerdiness with pride. 

They're not just typical 
nerds though, like say, Shel- 
don on Big Bang Theory. 
Zack and Moe are crypto- 
nerds; a key distinction 
among geek-o-philes. 

They deal in Bitcoin and 
other crypto currencies and 


have opened up the local 
area’s first brick and mortar 
currency exchange at 1718 
Lakeshore Rd. W. in Missis- 
sauga called ‘Coin Nerds’. 
“We are crypto experts,” 
says Zack. “We’ve been in 
crypto-currency for about 
two to three years. We pro- 
vide a crypto currency ex- 
change, instant 
transactions. We offer ad- 
vice and knowledge about 
what we do to anyone look- 


ing to enter the field or to 
know more about or to un- 
derstand it more.” 

Coin Nerds can help those 
interested in entering the 
‘crypto-currency’ space with 
technical support. Bitcoin 
mining is a digital process 
where, according to bitcoin- 
mining.com, one can add 
“transaction records to Bit- 
coin's public arb of past 
transactions or blockchain. 
This ledger of past transac- 
tions is called the block 
chain as it is a chain of 
blocks.” 

If it sounds complicated, 
don’t worry, Moe will try to 
explain it for those of us 
who don’t speak nerd. 

“As soon as they see my 
sign, ‘Coin Nerds, they get 
motivated and say ‘this has 
something to do with Bit- 
coin and other crypto-cur- 
rencies. They come in, they 
ask questions, they do 
transactions and they’re 
happy because they found a 
local location that is pane 
and selling, setting up their 
wallets, doing trades. It’s 
about consultation and 
they're walking out happy,” 
said Moe. 

The appeal, according to 
crypt-currency advocates, is 
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the ease, convenience and 
low cost of doing digital 
transactions compared with 
traditional banks and other 
financial institutions. 

“We believe it’s the fu- 
ture,” says Zack. “One day, 
everyone will be using 
pas Aas because it 
solves a lot of problems. It’s 
convenient and easy to use.” 

Moe says he can help peo- 
ple with setting up their 
own operation and has first 
hand experience. 

“T already four mining rigs 
myself, it’s a great invest- 
ment. People can earn 
monthly coins and invest 
what they have. If they hold 
on to them, the price can go 
up, they can sell it and make 
their money back plus profit 
on top.” 

The price of Bitcoin, the 
leading crypto-currency, 
has been extremely volatile, 
skyrocketing to $20,000 
USD at one point before 

lummetin ack to the 
e000 U.S range. It now 
appears to be climbing 
again. 

Not everyone is sold on 
crypto currencies. Some fi- 
nancial experts have little 
faith in it and question its 
ability to function as real 


money. There are govern- 
mental pressures and a 
push to regulate them. 

But Moe believes it’s only 
a matter of time before 
everyone will want to get 
into Bitcoin and other cur- 
rencies. 

“When everyone is getting 
in on it, they'll only get frac- 
tions of it. There will be no 
more supply and the price 


will go up and eventually be 
$200,000. 


There won’t be 
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any more available,” Moe 
said. 

For those who _ believe 
crypto-currencies are the 
future, the day-to-day ups 
and downs are not that im- 
portant. Unlike paper 
money, which can _ be 

rinted or ‘created’ end- 

essly, there are only 21 mil- 
lion Bitcoins in the world. 

Moe and Zack say the 
smart money is going

Mississauga increases low-income/disability 
subsidy for outdoor maintenance 


Mississauga city council 
announced last week that a 
subsidy benefitting seniors 
and persons with disabili- 
ties who need assistance 
with outdoor maintenance 
work wil be increased. 

The increase will cause 
the yearly subsidy amount 
to jump up to $350, froma 
previous $200, for the 
Outdoor Maintenance 
Subsidy Program. 

Among the benefits of- 
fered are yard mainte- 
nance work in 
spring/summer, including 
hedge trimming, weed re- 
moval and leaf cleanup, 
along with the standard 
grass cutting. 

The increase was done to 
ensure that costs stay af- 
fordable for some of the 


city’s most vulnerable res- 
idents, said Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie. 

“By increasing the eligi- 
ble subsidy and streamlin- 
ing the application and 
claims process, we are 
making it easier for low-in- 
come seniors and people 
with disabilities to access 
the services they need,” 
she said. 

Eligible residents within 
the city boundaries can 
claim expenses on a per- 
household, per-year basis 
for yard maintenance 
costs, along with snow- 
clearing costs during the 
winter season. 

The changes are set to 
take effect next year, and 
change from Jan. 1 - Dec. 1 
to align with the current 


calendar year. 

Applications for the pro- 
gram will be due annually 
by Mar. 31, following the 
subsidy year. Spouses of 
eligible applicants who live 
in the household can also 
apply 

“We are able to meet 
other needs that older 
adults or people with dis- 
abilities may have on yard

maintenance, rather than 
restricting it to just grass 
cutting,” said Ward 9 
Councillor Pat Saito during 
the meeting.

Open air fires banned 


in Caledon 


Caledon staff instituted 
a partial burn ban last 
week as a result of dry 
weather, until further no- 
tice. 

The ban affects all open 
air and agricultural fires 
in the Town and associ- 
ated area. While recre- 
ational fires are still 
allowed with a permit, 
they must be contained in 
an outdoor fireplace. 

Town staff chose to in- 
stitute the ban due to a 
lack of pees and 
extremely dry conditions, 
which have combined to 
the point where firefight- 
ing operations on grass, 
brush, bush and outdoor 
fires could become ex- 


tremely dangerous for 
firefighters and may place 
properties at a high risk 
of loss. 

The ban was issued ac- 
cording to the Fire Pro- 
tection and Prevention 
Act and the Ontario Fire 
Code (O.reg 213/07). 

Any violations could re- 
sult in a minimum fine of 
$245 and a minimum in- 
voice of $639 per fire 
truck per hour for all fire- 
fighting costs.

Brampton MPP calls on Ford to

News reports that insur- 
ance rates are rising in On- 
tario were met with strong 
condemnation from a local 
MPP.

The past six months have 
been a time of real reflection 
for me. 

Some things have hap- 
pened that have caused me 
to dig deep and look at the 
things I really believe in. In 
fact, I've had some of my be- 
liefs - some of what I stand 
for - assaulted. 

No matter. There was no 
malice in it. Indeed, it was 
welcome — because it really 
got me thinking. 

Here's the number one 
thing I believe in: we all 
belong. 

In this blessed region of 
the world where cultures 
and “races” come together — 
we exemplify for humanity 
what is possible. We prove 
that the only real race is the 
“human race.” The answer 
to the question, “where do 
you come from,” is - “third 
planet from the sun.” 

I've also discovered that it 
makes me unspeakably sad 
to think that some people 
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feel they don't belong — or 
that their voice isn't worthy. 

It makes me doubly sad 
that there are those who 
think their voice is more rel- 
evant or important that 
someone else's. Nonsense. 

Marshall McLuhan intro- 
duced us to the Global Vil- 
lage. That's where we live 
now. 

The only thing that sepa- 
rates us — is language. And 
in some respect, we're over- 
coming that. 

There remain those who 
aren't aware of how small 
our world has become. Peo- 
ple who have a throwback 
idea of cultures and diver- 
sity. Those who think that 
we have more that divides 
us than that which we 
share... 

This may be a throwback 
to the dogma we've always 
used in war. It's always the 
paradigm during war to 
“other” the opponent. Espe- 
cially if they look different. 

Thus — the Germans were 
ruthless. But nobody sup- 
posedly matched the “inhu- 
man” ruthlessness of the 
Japanese, for example. 


(And it must be acknowl- 
edged that official Japanese 
government dogma at the 
time was that their oppo- 
nents weren't human — so it 
went both ways.) 

Here's a simple fact of 
human existence: We all 
want the same things. We 
want better for ourselves. 

If we can't get that for our- 
selves -— we'll sacrifice 
everything we have so our 
children can have that. 
That's a common thread 
through people all over this 
spinning ball of dirt. 

I've known so many peo- 
ple who followed this para- 
digm. My late ex in-laws 
who came to Canada from 
Italy after WWII: Every- 
thing they did was for their 
kids. They both toiled away 
in dead end jobs to create 
opportunity for their kids. 

I love what I'm seeing 
from some faith and cul- 
tural groups. For example, 
the engagement of the Sikh 
community, largely through 
the World Sikh Organiza- 
tion, is an example. 

I attended a number of 
their events during Sikh 
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Heritage Month in April. It 
was informative and they 
were very welcoming. 

Similar in their warm wel- 
come were the Ahmadiyya 
Muslims, who held their re- 
cent convention at the In- 
ternational Centre in 
Malton. 

The Ahmadiyya Muslims 
invite a diverse group of 
community leaders to their 
convention to get the word 
out about their support of 
peace and their abhorrence 
of violence. 

Here in Brampton, one of 
our great community lead- 
ers, Rev. Jamie Holtom at 
North Bramalea United 
Church, has been address- 
ing the celebration of our di- 
versity in his services. 

On Canada Day, he made 
the service all about cele- 
brating diversity. He in- 
cluded a couple of friends 
who spoke of their experi- 
ences — including a commu- 
nity activist of Muslim 
background. 

These are ethics I share 
with Jamie — and we're talk- 
ing about what we can do in 
the community to encour- 


age more engagement of di- 
verse people... 

We're doing fine with “cel- 
ebrating” diversity — but in 
my view we could do more 
to engage with people who 
are different from us. 

There's still lots of work to 
do. It's illustrated by what I 
saw last night. 

Standing in line at a Tim 
Horton's kiosk, a man was 
in front of me. He placed his 
order for a decaf tea. 
“Sorry,” said the young 
woman staffing the kiosk, 
before explaining she was 
out of decaf. 

Well, he started to go off 
on her. At first, he was so 
absurd that I thought he 
was joking. But no — he was 
seriously upset that this 
young twenty-something 
woman didn't have what he 
wanted. As if it was her 
fault. 

I thought about saying 
something — but I thought 
that would just set-off 
“Rage-Boy” more. So I but- 
toned my lip. 

I placed my own order 
when it was my turn and I 
apologized to her about 


what she'd just experienced. 
“What do you mean,” she 
asked. I said, “I'm sorry you 
had to go through that. That 
behaviour is inexcusable.” 

She talked about how it 
happened all the time. 
“Well,” I said, “you might 
have to put up with it — but 
it's still wrong and inexcus- 
able.” She smiled. 

I can't actually put my fin- 
ger on it — but I'm pretty 
sure that Rage-Boy acted as 
he did because she is brown. 

It's not “another opinion” 
or “my beliefs.” That kind of 
garbage is wrong. 

It's un-Canadian. We've 
still got a way to go with 
some people.

Cancelling Ontario’s wind turbine contracts

The newly-anointed On- 
tario government has can- 
celled 728 wind turbine 
contracts, which is expected 
to save approximately $790 
million, and is the beginning 
of a much larger plan to 
reign in future power costs. 

One of the projects which 
has been cancelled is the 


nine-turbine project on 
Prince Edward County, 
under development for 


nearly a decade by developer 
White Pines Project (wpd), 
despite local opposition, and 
is partially completed, ac- 
cording to Ian MacRae, pres- 
ident of wpd Canada. 

MacRae points out that the 
project is weeks away from 
completion, construction on 
the site is continuing, and 
MacRae says that cancella- 
tion could cost more than 
$100 million. 

“The footprint of the proj- 
ect is 100 per cent in, all the 
access roads, the concrete 
for the base foundations, 
and much of the electrical in- 
frastructure," MacRae said. 

The project, if completed, 
can produce enough electric- 
ity to power just over 3,000 


homes annually, and all of 
the turbines are expected to 
be installed over the next 
three weeks, with testing 
scheduled for the following 
month. 

While Macrae points out 
that the company has had 
“a completely valid con- 
tract... since 2009... and 
there’s no good reason for 
the government to breach 
that contract,” there is legal 
precedent for the Ontario 
government to cancel con- 
tracts. 

The wind farm was given a 
‘notice to proceed' during the 
election period, and tradi- 
tionally significant decisions 
are not made between gov- 
ernments. However, the deal 
wasn't approved by govern- 
ment - the notice to proceed 
came from the IESO, which 
is not a government agency 
or Crown corporation. 

Fortunately for the PC gov- 
ernment, the Liberals made 
the right move on the green- 
energy file, by including a 
provision to cancel contracts 
awarded in the last three 
phases of the green power 
expansion. 


This provision will be very 
convenient, since there will 
likely be more renewable en- 
ergy cancellations. The IESO 
can cancel unilaterally wind 
farms that have not yet 
begun commercial opera- 
tion. 

Compensation is limited to 
out-of-pocket expenses, up 
to a modest limit of just over 
$400,000. Compared to 20- 
year contracts for renewable 


power we don’t need and 
can't use, this means a sig- 
nificant reduction in cost to 
Ontario taxpayers going for- 
ward. 

While the Prince Edward 
County project began prior 
to the new cancellation rules 
being put in place, it is ex- 
pected that the the new gov- 
ernment will offer wpd 
Canada compensation in 
line with the newer con- 


tracts. Setting the compen- 
sation through legislation is 
one of the government’s 
powers and it will use it. 

Is cancelling a contract by 
legislation fair? That is a big 
question. However, it is sig- 
nificant to note that the com- 
pany started construction 
knowing that a change was 
likely in both government 
and approach to green en- 
ergy, possibly in hopes that, 
if construction was com- 
plete, it might be more diffi- 
cult to cancel the contract. 

The new government's 
plan to cancel many more 
wind projects without 
spending a lot of money will 
obviously make use of the 
cancellation legislation, with 
the goal to contain future 
power costs. 

PC Government House 
Leader Todd Smith, who 
represents the local commu- 
nity where the White Pines 
Wind (wpd) Farm is under 
construction, says that " we 
have a company that is in an 
unwilling host community, 
it’s not welcome in that com- 
munity, never has been. The 
community has spoken over- 


whelmingly, and now the 
Ontario government is back- 
ing the people of Prince Ed- 
ward County.” 

As well, Smith noted that 
the White Pines project 
should have been cancelled 
at several points over the 
past 10 years, and the the 
Liberal government didn’t 
enforce the rules they put in 
place. 

Smith also questioned why 
Ontario’s Independent Elec- 
tricity System Operator gave 
the final approval for the 
project during the spring 
election campaign. 

“There’s a lot of questions 
about how this ever got 
green-lighted in the first 
place,” he said. “This project 
was granted its notice to pro- 
ceed two days into the elec- 
tion campaign ... when (the 
IESO) should have been in 
caretaker mode.” 

Terry Young, the IESO's 
vice president of policy, en- 
gagement and innovation, 
said the agency could not 
comment because of the 
pending introduction of leg- 
islation to cancel the deal. 
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Brampton man dies in region’s 16th homicide case 


A 27 year-old Brampton man has died, 
in the region’s 16th homicide of the year. 

In what has already proven to be a vio- 
lent year in Peel Region, the incident oc- 
curred on Monday (July 16)in the 
Donwoods Court area. 

12 Division responded to reports of a 
shooting around 6:10 p.m., and discovered 
the victim, 2 year-old Palwinder Singh, 
who ultimately succumbed to his injuries. 

Two suspects, 18 year-old Sean Ponto 
and 19 year-old Andrew Edward, both of 
Mississauga, surrendered to police at 12 


Division and were subsequently charged 
with first degree murder. 

Two other suspects are still on the loose, 
and are described as follows: 

- male, medium complexion, early 20s, 
with short black curly hair and a black 
beard, approximately 58”, 150lbs., wear- 
ing a light blue hoodie, blue jeans and 
white shoes. 

- male black, dark complexion, clean 
shaven, approximately 5’6”, 160 lbs., wear- 
ing a black hoodie, black bandana and sun- 
glasses. 


The incident follows a similar case that 
occurred last week in Brampton, with 34 
year-old Kareem Watson suffering fatal in- 
Juries after a shooting at a commercial 
plaza on Brisdale Drive last Thursday 
around 11 p.m. 

Investigators are still looking for surveil- 
lance videos or eyewitnesses who may have 
seen either incident, and are asking anyone 
who may have additional information to 
contact the Peel Police’s Homicide and 
Missing Persons Bureau at (905) 453-2121, 
ext. 3205. 


New surveillance video of a sex- 
ual assault incident which took 


place earlier this month in south 


Mississauga has been released 
by Peel Police in an effort to 
catch the perpetrator. 


The incident took place early in 
the morning of July 2, with the 
victim being offered a drive 
home with the suspect in the

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France Proves That It’s Not How You Start That Matters

It has been said time and 
time again in sports that it is 
not how you start, that mat- 
ters but how you finish. 

In a tournament with per- 
haps more surprises than 
any other any other since its 
inception in 1930, France 
was the last team standing 
with a stellar 4-2 victory 
against the upstart Croatians 
Sunday evening in Russia. 

With the victory, France 
captured its second World 
Cup title, the other being a 3- 
0 beatdown of heavily 
favoured Brazil in the 1998 
final at their home stadium. 

As one of the pre-tourna- 
ment favourites, France got 
off to a very inauspicious 
start with unimpressive vic- 
tories against weaklings Aus- 
tralia 2-1 and Peru 1-0, 
followed by an almost mean- 
ingless game for both teams, 
in terms of advancing to the 
knock out round, when they 
tied Denmark 0-0. 

In possibly the game of the 
tournament, and a match 
worthy of a World Cup final, 
France got by Argentina 4-3 
in a game that was likely the 
last time we see the great Li- 
onel Messi at a World Cup. 

In the quarter final, France 
were up against a formidable 
opponent in Uruguay. 


Uruguay had looked very 
strong in its first four 
matches; however, they were 
missing star striker Edinson 
Cavani after being injured in 
Uruguay's Round of 16 
match against Portugal. 

Cavani's absence was very 
noticeable as Uruguay had 
trouble mustering much of- 
fence on their way to a 2-0 
loss. 

In a thrilling semi-final 
against darkhouse and 
perennial underachievers 
Belgium, France played a 
smart defensive game and 
road a header by Samuel 
Umtiti off a corner to the 
World Cup final. 

Croatia, on the other hand, 
showed in the Group Stage 
that they might be a team to 
be reckoned with come the 
knockout round. 

After escaping with a 1-0 
victory over atough Nigerian 
team, they destroyed Ar- 
gentina 3-0 in what was their 
worst defeat in the opening 
round since 1958. After get- 
ting by Iceland 2-1, Croatia 
proceeded into the knock out 
round with a perfect 9 points 
and a darkhorse pick to make 
some noise the rest of the 
way. 

They proceeded to beat 
Denmark and Russia on pe- 


naties, setting up an intrigu- 
ing match up with England 
in the semi finals. 

After a thrilling semifinal 
between Croatia and Eng- 
land, won by Croatia 2-1 in 
extra time, the stage was set 
for a final between 1998 
champions France and first- 
time finalists Croatia. 

After trading first half 
goals, the game may have 
turned on a controversial 
penalty kick awarded to 
France, courtesy of a hand 
ball by Croatia's Ivan Perisic. 

France's Antoine Griez- 
mann calmly struck the 
penalty home to give the 
French a 2-1 lead 7 minutes 
before the half. 

Despite the controversy 
with the first V.A.R. ( Video 
Assisted Referee ) penalty 
awarded in a World Cup final 
match, France were the bet- 
ter team on this night as 
goals by Paul Pogba and 19 
year old Kylian Mbappe 
pushed the lead to 4-1 before 
a gaffe by French goal keeper 
Hugo Lloris cut the lead to 4- 
Dy, 
The Croatians would get no 
closer as France would be- 
come the 6th team to win 
multiple World Cup titles 
joining Brazil, Italy, Ger- 
many, Uruguay and Ar- 


gentina. 

Having watched this tour- 
nament back to 1978, I can 
honestly say I have never 
seen so many surprises in 
one tournament. 

Whether it was the knock- 
out of the defending champi- 
ons and favoured Germans 
for the first time ever in the 
Group Stage, courtesy of a 
stunning 2-0 loss to South 
Lorea, Brazil being taken 
down by darkhorse Belgium

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Spain in penalty kicks, this 
was a tournament where al- 
most anything could happen 
in any given game.

Previous tournaments 
were far more predictable 
with the last 4 World Cup 
champions in descending 
ander eine Germany, Spain, 
Italy and Brazil. 


As the world looks to Qatar 
in 2022, the question will be 
can France avoid the curse 
that has befallen 4 of the last 
5 defending champions in 
the Group Stage. 

With a mixture of wily vet- 
erans and young superstars, 
France should be in the con- 
versation in 2022. 

However, after the sur- 
prises that were the order of 
the day in Russia, it is any- 
one's guess what will tran- 
spire at Qatar 2022.
